New York, Sept. 18.—Advices from Man- 
agua, Nicaragua, state that on account of the 
election in Honduras excitement is at fever 
heat. President Bogran is desirous of an- 
other term, while the majority of the people 
are opposed to it. Antonio Ezeta, brother of 
the President of Salvador, has declared his 
intention of running for the Presidency of 
Honduras and in consequence 2,000 men have 
been stationed on the Honduras frontier to 
prevent this invasion. Salvador has 3,000 
troops at San Miguel and more men are still 
hurrying to thefrontier. Guatemala is also 
placing troops for the aid of the Honduras 
Government, Nicaragua, according to her 
treaty with Salvador, is bound to help her 
and this week will have 15,000 troops on her 
frontier and 2,500 men under arms in Man- 


agua.

PRINCE NICOLAI JUSSUPOFF. 


The Vast Estates of the Eccentric Noble- 
man Inherited by His Daughter. 

New Tonk, Sept. 18.—Prince Nicolai Jussu- 
pott, who died recently in St. Petersburg, was 
an eccentric ana miserly nobleman. He was 
the son of a fine family from the region of 
Don. His grandfather was an intimate 
friend of Voltaire, Diderot and D' Alembert, 


and in his ion for arts he filled a private 
museum th copies of the old masters. 
Nicolai chyna voy ad greater taste than his 
grandfather for art and literature, but he 
satisfied them only at the expense of others 
and in his wanderings through Europe he 
confined his visits to art erles and curio 
museums to the free or half price days. The 
Prince’s attire was always poor, even to the 

extreme of raggedness. One day at Baden- 
Baden the Empress Augusta met in the park 
a bent old man in tattered and greasy — 
ments. She drew out a gold piece 
from her pocket and reached 
it under his bowed face. The 
old man raised his head witha grim smile 
and the Empress was abashed to find her- 
self face to face with Prince Jussupof. De- 

spite his parsimony Prince Jussupof was 
long master of ceremonies atthe St. Peters- 
burg court. When visited by members of the 
imperial family in his splendid palace he laid 
before them entertainments of classical mag- 
nificence, but the minute the doors were 
closed behind them he hurried from room to 
room extinguishing the lights and admonish- 
ing everyboay inthe house that he was on 
the ver of bankruptcy. The one person 
whom the eccentric old man loved was his 
only child, a giri of bright mind. For her 
sake St. Petersburg society always treated 
him with indulgence. She was expected 
sometime agoto marry Alexander Batten- 

burg, but the Czar disapproved of the union. 

When she became the Countess of Sumaro- 
koff-Elston, the European dailies spoke of 
her as the richest heiress on the continent. 
The vast estates of her father are hers and 
his title will be borne by her husband.

DEFENDS EGAN.

Admiral McCann Commends the Ameri- 
can Minister’s Course in Chili. 


BALMACEDA WARNED AGAINST THE ILL 
TREATMENT OF REBELS. 


His Conduct Not Understood Aright in 
Chili and This Country—The Admiral 
to Blame for Letting Out Secrets—Con- 
dition of Affairs Under the New Gov- 
ernment. 


Wasuinctor, D. C., Sept 18.—Admiral Me- 
Cann, who commanded the United States 
squadron in Chilian waters during the late 
war, comes to the defense of Minister Egan 
in the following statement published to- 
day: 
ina recently published article it was inti- 
mated that our Minister, Patrick Egan, was 
willing tostand passively by and see the Bal- 
maceda Government slaughter cer- 
tain members of the Congress- 
ional party, who had been Im- 
prisoned by Balmaceda. Immediately after 
the bomb-throwing episode the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs made dire tnreats as to what 
should be done with the Congressionalists. 
He spoke of having them shot within 
twenty-four hours. Mr. Egan, so far from 
sympathizing with this view, as is asserted, 
concurrently with the French and Brazilian 
Ministers, addressed a positive letter to Bal- 
maceda, opposing such action toward the 
captives, and tellinghim plainly that their 
respective governments would be called on 
to interfere if there was any attempt at car- 
rying out the Minister’s threats. 

That very night I got word from Mr. Egan 
to be in readiness to transport Mr. Mott and 
four of his associates from the country at an 
early hour next morning. I immediately or- 
dered Capt. Schiey of the Baltimore, then at 
Valparaiso, to prepare to take the party to 
Callao, so they could get out of the country. 
Balmaceda, in the meantime, got scared at 
Mr. Egan’s note, and in an interview as- 
surred the latter that protection would be ex- 
tended the rerolutionists and time would be 
given them to escape. So it was not 
necessary to take them aboard the Baltimore, 
though every preparation therefor had been 
made. Mr. Egan was fiercely assailed 
by the newspapers of the victorious party, 
though it was through his intervention that 
great leniency had been exercised by Balma- 
ceda. His conduct has not been understood 
aright, even in this country, but I want to 
say that all his actions have been those of a 
clear headed diplomat and an honorable 
man. Right herelI will take on myself the 
blame for some censure that fell on 
Mr. Egan. He wrote me confidentially 
that the Balmaceda Government seemed 
too strong to be disturbed. I 
quoted a littie too fully from that letter In a 
communication to the leader of the opposing 
forces, and when the letter was made public 
the brunt of the criticism was directed 
against our Minister. I have just communl- 
cated to Secretary Tracy the true story of 
that incident, which fully exonerates Mr. 
Egan. He has been so unjustly assailed by 
Mr. Foster that lam glad of speaking a word 
in his defense.’’ 7 


AFFAIRS IN CHILI. 


NOTA SINGLE MEMBER OF BALMACEDA’S GOV- 
ERNMENT NOW IN OFFICE. 

VALPARAISO, Sept. 18.—Not a single member 
of Baimaceda’s Government is now in office. 
The German warship Leipsig left here yester- 
day for Coquimbo. The British war vessel 
Champion leaves here to-day. She is bound 
north under orders to Esquimault. The re- 
cent cable about the appointment by the 
Provisional Government of Augustine Ed- 
wards as Minister of Industry and of Antonio 
Matta as Minister of Foreign Affairs was con- 
firmed yesterday by official announcement. 
The Government will returnto their homes 
the crews of the Imperiale and Condell, now 
in Callao, but refuse to assist the ex-officers 
of either vessel. The national holidays be- 
gan yesterday. They will continue until 
Sept. 20. All the business houses are closed. 
Great festivities are in progress. 

A HURRICANE. 

IquiQguer, Chili, Sept. 18.—A hurricane from 
the eastward struck this town at 10:35a. m. 
on Sept. 15. It caused great damage to ship- 
ping in the harbor. Nine vessels were more 
or less damaged. The stern moorings of 
several vessels fouled those of others. 

The hurricane lasted for half an hour and 
was accompanied by a heavy rain, an occur- 
rence previously unknown. 


MISAPPROPRIATED THE FUNDS. 


The Treasurer of the Ulster County Sav- 
ing Institution Arrested. 


Kincstorw, N. T., Sept. 18.—The trustees of 
the Ulster County Savings Institution last 
night removed James E. Ostrander from the 
office of Treasurer, finding that he had mis- 
appropriated the funds. The amount Is 
variously stated at from $60,000 to $90,000. 
The misappropriation will not embarrass the 
bank. Mr. Ostrander is under arrest at his 
house, and it is said that the matter will be 
adjusted by his turning over real estate sum- 
cient to cover the amount. He is a native of 
Kingston, a respected citizen and had been 
Treasurer of the savings institution for over 
twenty-five vears.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 18.—The Prest- 
dent has signed the proclamation open- 
ing to settlement and homestead 
entry the newly ceded lands of the Sac 
and Fox, Kiowa and Pottowattomle 
Indians in the eastern part of 
Oklahoma. These lands may be entered upon 
on next Tuesday, the 22d inst., at 12 o’clock 
noon, central standard time. 

The proclamation reviews in detail 
the agreements between the Government 
and the several tribes and bands 
of Indians, and also the acts of Congress 
authorizing, accepting and confirming those 
agreements and providing for this proclama- 
tion, 

Whereas, all the terms,conditions and con- 
siderations of the several agreements having 
been complied with, the President 


by the power vested in him by stat- 
ute and act of Congress cited, does 
declare and make known that all 
the lands acquired by the several agree- 
ments and the said acts of Con- 
ress ratifying the same, and other 
relating thereto, will, at and 

hour of 12 o’clock 

Standard time) Tues- 

2d day of this, the present 


and subject condi- 
tions, limitations, res¢rvations and restric- 
tions, contained in id agreements, the 
statutes above specified and the laws of the 
United States applicable thereto. 

Wich entry shall be in square 
form as nearly as practicable, and no 
other lands in the Territory of 
Oklahoma are opened to settlement before 
this proclamation or the agree- 
ments ratifying the same. Notice moreover 
is hereby given, that it is by law en- 
acted that until said lands are opened 
to settlement by proclamation, no 
person shall be permitted to enter upon 
and occupy the same, and no person 
violating this provision shall be 
permitted to enter of said lands or acquire 
any right thereto. The officers of the United 
States will be required to enforce this pro- 
vision. 

And further notice is hereby given that it 
has been duly ordered that the 
lands in the Territory of Oklahoma 
mentioned and included in this proclamation 
be and the same are attached to the Eastern 
and Oklahoma Land districts in said Terri- 
tory, severally, as follows: 

THE TERRITORY. 

1. All that portion of the 
Oklahoma comimencing at the south- 
west corner of township 14 north, 
range I east; themce east on townline be- 
tween townships 13 and 14 to the 
west boundary of the Creek countiy; 
thence northonsaid boundary line to the 
middie of main channel of the Cimmar- 
on River; thence up the Cimmarron 
river, following the main channel thereof 
to the Indian meridian ; thence 
south on said meridian line to the place 
of beginning, is attached to the Eastern Land 
District in Oklahoma Territory, the office of 
which is now located at Guthrie. 

2. All that portion of said territory com- 
meucing at the northeast corner of 
township 13 north, range 1 east, 
thence south on Indian meridian to the north 
fork of the Canadian River, thence 
west up said river to the west 
boundary of the Pottawotomie Indian 
Reservation according to Morrill’s sur- 
vey; thence south following the 
line ls run by O. T. Morrill, under 
his contract of Sept. 3, 1872, to the 
middie of the main channel of the 
Canadian kiver; thence east down the main 
channel of said river to the 
west boundary of the Seminole Indian 
Reservation; thence north with said west 
boundary to the, north fork of the 
Canadian River; thence east down said 
north fork to the west boundary of the Creek 
Nation; thence north with said 
west boundary to its intersection 
with the line of townships 13 and 114 north, 
to the Indian base, thence West on 
town line between townships 16 and 
14 north, to the place of beginning Is attached

in said territory, the office of 
which is now located at Oklahoma City.’’ 

Attached to the proclamation is a 
schedule consisting of sixty-two printed 
pamphlet pages, giving a description of the 
lands to be opened, the aggregate of which 
is 266,243 acres.

PIED OR DAMAGED. 


The Forms of Copybooks Used in Missouri 
Public Schools, 

CHicaco, II., Sept. 18.—Fire broke out 
early this morning in the rear basement in 
the six-story building at No. 173 and 175 Mon- 
roe street and practically gutted it. It has 
been a very difficult matter to fix the loss, as 
much will dependon the salvage, which is 
not yet ascertainable. The build. 
ing was chiefy occupied by print 
ing firms, whose loss on contracts 
will probably be far heavier than in actual 
material destroyed. The latter is roughly 
estimated at something over $75,000. Jamison 
& Morris, printers, lose $25,000 on their plant. 
On the composing stones were the forms for 
forty large contracts, including a number of 
school text books and the copybooks used in 
all the schools in the State of Missouri. All 
these forms were either ‘‘pied’’ or badly 
damaged, and hundreds of reams of paper 
were ruined. They were insured for $25,500. 
Blomgreen & Bros., electrotypers and 
engravers, lose their photographic ap- 
paratus, including many fine cameras and 
lenses, a valuable stock of gold and silver 
salts, and many thousands of wood cuts and 
electrotypes, matrixes, ete. Their loss is 
$15,000; insurance, $13,500.

000 insurance.

CRANBERRY MARSHES ABLAZE. 

TomMaH, Wis., Sept. 18.—A most disastrous 
fire is raging in the cranberry marshes be- 
tween Hally Junction and Norway Ridge. 
The fire originated on the Mills marsh from 
an old forest fire that has been smoldering 
the last three weeks, fanned by a brisk gale 
from the south, it spread, and was soon 
beyond control. All the buildings on Tay- 
lor’s marsh filled with harvested berries 
were quickly reduced, the flames continuing 
in a southeasterly direction, sweeping every- 
thing in their path. Berry pickers ran, 
leaving their tents and accouterments to the 
flames. The railroad track was crossed and 
the fre swept onward, Between twenty-five 
and forty square milesof marsh has been 
consumed and the fire shows no sign of abat- 
ing. What theloss will be is impossible to 
estimate. Thousands of dollars worth have 
already been burned. Men for miles about 
are on the grounds to fight the fire, but the 
rain is the salvation. Thousands of acres are 
still before the fire, and unless some unfore- 
seen event occurs they will furnish food for 
the hungry flames. 


A FIREBUG’S WORK. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 18.— The buildings 
and stock in Baker & Co. 's lumber yard on 
Manchester street were burned last night. 
Two locomotives on the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road adjoining were also destroyed. The loss 
is estimated at $100,000. The fire was of in- 
diary origin, and Patrick McSharry has been 
arrested on suspician of having started it. 


A BIG PRAIRIE FIRE. 

ARKANSAS City, Kan., Sept. 18,—A disas- 
trous prairie fire broke out on the Cherokee 
strip, fifteen miles south of the Chillicco 
Indian School yesterday. The wind was blow- 
ing towards the schooland the flames were 
soon threatening the structure, when the 
pupils, over 200 Indian lads, assisted by the 
haymakers, turned out and by hard work 
soon had the flames under control. Over 00 
tons of hay were destroyed. 


FOREST FIRES IN WISCONSIN. 

CUMBERLAND, Wis., Sept. 18.—Forest fires 
are raging in the country immediately south 
ofthis city and a strong south wind pre- 
vail. Several farm houses and barns, two 
wood yards near the Omaha track and a 
large amount of other property have been 
burned. The little village of Berly was al- 
most wiped out of existence by fire yester- 
day. 


A BIG PRAIRIE BLAZE. 

Lisbon, N. D., Sept. 18.—Fire started mys- 
ter iously on the prairie near Cramer’s farm, 
six miles north of here. Nearly 30,000 bushels 
of wheat were destroyed. At latest reports 
the fire ts still raging and running in an east- 
erly direction. 

Great clouds of smoke are rising from the 
Cherokee strip to-day and thousands of acres 
are being burned over. The cause of the fire 
is not know, but it is thought that the boom- 
ers have commenced their raidand are car- 
rying out their threat to burn the grass off 
the entire country.

Paris Newspapers Condemn the Kaiser's 
Allusion to Napoleon I. 


GERMANY’S EMPEROR SEVERELY SCORED 
FOR HIS VIOLENT ATTACK.

President Carnot’s Speech After the Re- 
view—The Army Congratulated—Ger- 
many and the “Lohengrin” Incident— 
The Army Maneuvers in Alsace-Lor- 
raine. 


Paris, Sept. 18.—The whole press of this 
city’ condemns Emperor William’s recent 
speech at Erfurt,in which it was reported 
he alluded to Napoleon I as the ‘‘Corsican 
parvenu.’’ Le Parise says: This violent at - 
tack ona man of genius and greatness like 
Napoleon will have no diplomatic results. 
It simply reveals the character of a mon- 
arch who seizes every occasion to revile 
France and hasten the revanche.’’ Le Jour 
says: Ihe speech proved that recent events 
have rudely dispelled the Emperor's 
dreams. He wanted Europe to d 
Diindly submissive to Prussian hegemony, 
and finds himself confronted by nations 
which have recovered and developed them- 
selves and which now laugh at his threats.’’ 

La France says: This time it is not we who 
can be accused of talkingof revenge. Itis 
the German Emperor who reminds us that 
armies are things ofa day. His remarks are 
an impudent outrage onthe patriotism of a 
great people.’’ 

THE ARMY REVIEW. 

Atthe conclusion of the review yesterday 
luncheon was served at the Mairie. AH the 
officers stood while President Carnot deliv- 
ered an oration. He dwelt upon the splendid 
maneuvers of 189], and continued: 

Mou have ended the review, which is the 
crowning point of these maneuvers. The 
army bas again shown what France may ex- 
pect from it, andthe whole country, which 
has followed the army’s movements with 
passionate interest through the whole of its 
trial, is grateful. The people know well that 
calm firmness, prudence and international 
loyalty can bestow upon the country the dif- 
ference of sincere friendship and confidence 
warranted by its resources and love of peace, 
which they do not nt to see disturbed.’’ 

The President’s ech was received with 
shouts of Bravo!

M. de Freycinet, Minister of War, and Gen. 
Saussier thanked the President for the inter- 
est shown in the army and assured him of the 


devotion of all to him in person and to the 
Republic. 


THE DARDANELLES QUESTION. 


GERMANY MUST MAINTAIN AUSTRIAN INTEGRITY 
—THE Lohse“ INCIDENT. 

BERLIN, Sept. 18.—The Deutsche Revue pub-

THE GERMAN ARMY MANEUVERS. 

Lonpox, Sept. 48.—The German ma- 
neuvers in Alsace-Lorraine are concluded, 
with the exception of the Fifteenth Army 
Corps, still engaged in maneuvering in Lower 
Alsace, near the garrison towns. All the 
other troops have returned to their re- 
spective garrisons. Gen. Von Schilichteng, 
commander of the Fourteenth Corps, and 
under whose direction the movement with 
which the exercises closed, was held, has 
been complimented by the Kaiser both on the 
efficiency of his men and his own complete 
command of the tactics of war. The appear- 
ance of the troops engaged, according to a 
Paris correspondent, did not compare favor- 
ably with that of the troops last year, and 
the same critic draws an unfavorable com- 
parison between the French and German re- 
views. The Germans pride themselves on 
their artilléry, but in this respect also the 
French are said to be gaining by comparison, 
while the increasing range of rifies is making 
their efficient use of the artillery more and 
more a problem.

R. H. Duncan, the Four-Times Mur- 
derer, Hanged at Eagle Pass, Tex. 


THE SLAYER OF THE WILLIAMSONS 
MAINTAINS HIS INNOCENCE. 


Four Members of a Family at San Saba, 
Tex., Murdered and the Bodies 
Thrown Into the River—Trial and Con- 
viction of Duncan-—Futile Efforts ito 
Save Him. 


EAGLE Pass, Tex., Sept. 18.—Richard H. 
Duncan, the four - times murderer, expiated his 
horrible crime on the gallows in the gal yard 
at 11:26 o’clock this morning. ‘The con- 
demned man arose early and after 
partaking lightly of breakfast re- 
ceived his spiritual adviser and 
the greater part of the time was consumed 
in prayer. Duncan walked to the scaffold 
with a firm step and without a show of trepi- 
dation. He maintained his tnnocence to the 
end. The drop fell at 11:26 a. m., and Dun- 
can was pronounced dead at 11:30, 


The crime for which (Dick) R. H. Duncan 
was convicted was the m er of the WM- 
lamson family of four rsons of San Saba 
County, Tex. The bodies were found float - 
ing in the Rio Grande seven miles above 
Eagle Pass with stones tied to them. All 
their skulls crushed and twoof the women 
had strings tied around their throats. This 
occurred about the middle of February, 1889. 
The first information which was obtained as 
— the identity of the murdered — was 

rough an advertisement inserted in the 
Galveston News giving a description of gthe 
bodies found. 

This came in the form of a letter from the 
Sheriff ot San Saba County and upon this 
clew the case was worked up, resulting in 
the arrest of Dick Duncan and his brother, 
Tap, charged with the murder. Tap Duncan 
was afterward turned loose for want of tes- 
timony against him. H. W. Landers, aliag

CHICAGO WANTS THE EARTH. 


The act of Congress provided that the 
raising of ten millions by Chicago must 
precede an invitation by the President 
to foreign nations to send exhibits to the 
Columbian Fair. The President accepted 
Chicago’s city subscription of $5,000,000, 
and a list of private subscriptions amount- 
ing to $5,000,000, as fulfilling the prescribed 
conditions, and issued the invitations. 

At the time of his action the Posr- Dis- 
PATCH believed and declared that the pri- 
vate subscription list aforesaid could not 
be cashed in any money market at half its 
face value. It was notoriously a padded 
list; largely signed by people from whom 
not a dollar could be collected by law; 
signed in many instances under coercion 
and signed by all upon the false repre- 
sentation that the Fair receipts would be 
held as a sacred fund to reimburse the pri- 
vate subscribers to the stock. 

As the work of the Fair managers pro- 
gresses, and they talk of spending twice 
the ten millions Chicago was to raise, the 
private subscribers sée very clearly that 
their stock will be inevitably wiped out, 
and not a law-proof man among them will 
pay a single dollar more of his subscription. 
The cry goes up that a loan of five millions 
from the Federal Government, to be se- 
cured by first liens on the receipts, is abso- 
lutely indispensable to the further prog- 
ress of the enterprise. What plunger in 
Owl Creek securities would give 2 cents on 
the dollar for the uncollected portions of 
that subscription list after this announce- 
ment? 

Charges that the World’s Fair manage- 
ment at Chicago is rotten to the core have 
been publicly and responsibly made in 
California, and an investigation of these 
charges should precede any action by Con- 
gress on the five-million loan. If it is 
found that only a smal! part of the alleged 
five millions of private subscription has 
been cashed when this new raid on the 
Federal Treasury is inaugurated, the doors 
of that institution should be locked and 
double-locked against any further World’s 
Fair appropriations or loans.

Significant Letter From Tacoma—A 
Canoe and Horseback Chase. 


Manager Clarence Newcomb of the St. 
Louls office of the G. H. Thiele Detective Ser- 
vice this morning received the following 


telegram : 
PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 17, 1891. 
G. H. Thiele, TOO Olive Street, St. Louis Mo. : 
rrested Albertson and Chandler near 
Arrest. Albertson was shot 
and seriously wounded. Got considerable money, 
but don’t know exact amount yet. G. EK. Ives. 

The brief telegram given above follows hot 
upon the receipt of numerous other telegrams 
and letters telling the detailed story of one 
of the most exciting pursuits of a criminal 
known for years. 

Edward Albertson, the man arrested after 
having been shot, was the absconding Sec- 
retary and Oashier of the Fidelity Bank of 
Tacoma, Wash. He had taken from the bank 
Vaults $900,000 in securities and $20,000 in 
cash. Fred N. Chandler, also arrested, was 
a confederate of Albertson’s and a gambler 
well known throughout the entire length 
and breadth of the Pacific slope. 

The officers making the arrest after a des- 
perate duel in the woods near Gardner, Ore., 
where the two men were hiding, were M. C. 
Sullivan, manager of the Portland (Ore.) 


office of the Thiel Detective Service; G. E. 
Ives, traveling manager of the same service; 
another of their men and Deputy Sherif W. 
W. Cochran of Eugene City, Ore. Gardner is 
located in the Coos Bay district, and the ar- 
rest of Albertson and Chandler at that point 
was justin the nick of time to prevent their 
sailing from the little port of Empire City for 
foreign lands, and so escaping justice. 

The account of the hot pursuit of the fugi- 
tives, extending over a period of several 
weeks, is contained In the telegrams and let- 
ters now in possession of the Thiele Agency’s 
St. Louis office, and the Post-DispaTcnu is 
to-day enabled to give the facts to the public 
forthe firsttime.

Edward Albertson absconding bank 
cashier, became a 2 to the amount of 
nearly $1,000,000in t rt ot August 
last. Through his confederate, Chandler, 
the gambler, he had lost at cards about 89,000 
of the funds of the Fidelity Bank 
of Tacoma, Wash. This loss was fol- 
lowed a bold mal stroke. 
Albertson $11,000 additional in cash from 
the bank vaults and $900,000 in securities, 
which he intended to use asa lever in secur- 
inga release m prosecution for his cash 
shortage. The million-dollar steal was ac- 
complished oma Saturday, and Albertson, 
changing the combination of the bank vault 
so that the institution could not resume bus!l- 
ness of the following Monday, disappeared. 
In his subsequent acts the Thiele agency 
claims to have proofthat he was guided by 
the legal counsel of his cousin, R. B. Albert-

bertson the central figure and Frank N.

Immediately following his disappearance, 
Albertson, through Chandler. made a

nh securities if the bank would release him 
from prosecution for the $230,000 theft. The 
bank agreed to this. First Vice-President 
Wallace met Chandler by agreement, and the 
securities, which had buried in the 
woods Tacoma, were returned 
upon 2 a formal 
paper the $20,000, 
the paper having been drawn up dy kK. B. 
Albertson. Having regaimed the securities, 
however, the bank officiais promptly turned 
the matter over to the Thiele Detective Serv- 
ice, which at once began the chase after Ed- 
ward Albertson, whose whereabouts were 
buried in the profoundest mystery. 

THE PURSUIT OF ALBERTSON.

ATHLETICS. 

The Detroit Athletic Club telegraphed the 
Hotel Committee of the Pastime Athletic Club 
to secure accommodations for twenty-five of 
their members, who are coming to the great 
Amateur Athletic Union Championships, to 
be held at the Fair Grounds under the aus 
pices of the Pastimes Oct.8. They will bring 
with them quite a delegation of athletes, and 
their celebrated trainer, Mr. M. Murphy. 
Prominent among the athletes are Fred 1. 
Ducharme, champion hurdler of the United 
States; John Owens, Jr., champion 100 yards 
runner of America; Malley, Western cham- 
pion hammer thrower, record 128 feet; Luce, 
the pole vaulter, and Jewett, the all-around 
athiete. Jewett isthe pride ot the club. He 
is well educated, a civil engineer by occupa- 
tion, having secured his degree last year at 
Notre Dame Colle ge, Indiana, where he first 
gained fame as an athlete. He is a hand- 
some, Curley haired blond, 6 feet 2 inches tall 
and well proportioned. Although a good 
all-round athlete, he excels as a sprinter, his 
favorite distance being the 100 and . yard 
dasbes. At the central division A. A. U. 
championships in Detroit, July 4, he was in 
good condition and ran 100 yards in 101-88 
and the 00 in record time, 22s. Between him 
and Owen there is great rivalry for suprem- 
acy. Owen, Desides being the champion of 
America, holds the world’s amateur record, 
$4-5s. for 100 yards. He made this wonderful 
record at six A. A. U. championships, Wash- 
ington, D. O., last year, defeating Cary, the 
Manhattan’s great sprinter, who recentiy 
made such a show of the English and French 
sprinters, and Westing, another of the Man 
hattan cracks, and the one whosoeasily de- 
feated Schiffenstein of California and Jos. 
Murphy, formerly of this city, when they 
went East, after Schiffenstein had run in 
9 4-58. at Sportsman’s Park. 

This year, in the A. A. U. championships at 
the Fair Grounds on Oct. 5, these great sprin- 
ters will have it out. and it is fair to say that 
no such race of the kind has ever contained 
so many fine runners or excited so much in- 
terest, both here and abroad, as this one. It 
certainly wlll be worth going miles to wit- 
ness, and the Detroits are coming in a body 
to see It.

Thrilling Experience of a Balloonist in 
Search of Moisture. 


THE CANNONADE GOING MERRILY OF, 
WITH PROSPECTS OF SUCCESS. 


A Staff Correspondent of the “Post-Dis- 
patch” Describes the Battle With the 
Clouds — Startling Effect of a Small 
Explosion on the Air Currents—The 
Boomers Confident. 


Ex Paso, Sept. 18.—An ascension was made 
yesterday afternoon at 8:30 o’clock by Prof. 
Ellis for the purpose of measuring the hu- 
midity of the atmosphere and to determine 
the height at which the explosions should 
take place. The balloon floated off toward 
Franklin Mountain and disappeared. A res- 
cuing party was sent out late inthe after- 
noon, which met the professoron his way 
back to the city. He reached the ground 
m safety, but not without some trouble. 
The active work of sky bombardment was 
commenced by Mr. Ellis and his associates 
shortly after 10 o’clock this morning. Mr. 
Jennings was first on the scene and his 
ground explosives of rack-a-rock and dyna- 
mite were soon popping merrily away up on 
the top of Franklin Mountain. Then the 
mortars were trained and the twenty-one 
pound bombs weresent whizzing heaven- 
ward to explode 500 feet above. As soon as 
the hydrogen apparatus could be got into 
shape the filling of one of the stock balloons 
was commenced. The first of these can 
hardly de placed in readiness for 
ascension before 1 o’clock. Four or five 
others will de exploded before dark. The 
conditions are, tn the proper scientific sense, 
more favorable to- day than yesterday. True, 
there are clouds above, Dut they are thin. 
What moisture is contained was precipitated 
between 10 and 11 o'clock last night, rain 
falling almost continuously for perhaps an 
hour. 

To prove the immense force exerted on the 
air currents by evena slight explosion, Mr. 
Ellis, the hero of the sensational ascension 
of yesterday, relates a peculiar ex- 
perience. While he was almost a mile 
above ground, and probably three or four 
miles from the starting point, Prof. Kessler 
exploded some half-dozen charges of dyna- 
mite. These charges were small, four sticks 
ofthe explosive weighing each one-half a 
pound being set offat a time. Tet, said 
Mr. Ellis to-day, I felt the effects of those ex- 
plosions. First, Isaw the puff of smoke. A 
sew seconds later came the dull, deafening 
report; then, to my great surprise, the side 
of the balloon nearest the scene of the ex- 
plosion collapsed slightly with a sharp 
crack, the folds continuing to quiver ani yi- 
Ddrate from the effects of the shock for 
several seconds after. If that does not con- 
clusively prove that explosions cause a com- 
mingling of upper air currents I would like 
to know why, and if the concussion resultant 
upon that charge of only 2 pounds of dyna- 
mite should produce such results what must 
be the effect on the currents when we touch 
of one of those gas balloons, contain- 
ing 800 cubic feet of one of the 
most powerful explosives ever invented. 
My instruments worked perfectly and the 
data lobtained is already on my record. 
The experiments to-day are being witnessed 
by the ame immense crowd which watched 
the ascension yesterday. 

Prof. Ellis is enthusiastic over the results 
of his ascension and is well satisfied withjhis 
observations. He believes that rain can be 
produced even under the most unfavorable 
conditions dy means of the experiments now 
going on. His experience in mid-air has 
confirmed his confidence.

MEMBERS OF THE MERCHANTS’ EX- 
CHANGE IN AN INCANDESCENT STATE.

Fund, and Ita Sudden Revivification.

THE DEAD ARISE. 

The reasons for this teeling areas follows: 
Many years ago, when Alex. H. Smith was 
President, the question of lighting the hall 
by electricity was brought up. The plan 
took like wildfire, the only thing approach- 
ing to light, it may be remarked, that was 
produced, and schemes for raising funds 
were proposed. It was finally deter- 
mined to give a concert for the benefit 
of the Merchants’ Exchange Electric Light 
Fund, and the concert was accordingly given. 
Those who engineered the plan had lIittle 
idea that the harmonies and sweet soft notes 
that were there given to the enraptured air 
could be productive of such discords as are 
now disturbing the members of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. It has proved to bea 
marked instance of sweet Delis very much 
jangled. The concert yielded a net return of 
nearly $1,900, but the gss jets that were used 
during the concert furnished the only light 
produced dy the agitation. U pon investiga 
tion it was found impracticable to put in a 
suitable electric light plant, as the electric 
lighting industry was then in its infancy, and 
the fund became a white elephant on the 
hands of the committee in charge. After 
many abortive efforts to dispose of it for the 
purpose for which it was raised it was de- 
cided to turn it over to the Exchange. This 
was done, and the existence ofthe fund was 
almost forgotten when the proposition of the 
Veiled Prophets to light the hall on the night 
of the ball with electricity caused the spark 
which had smouldered so long to break into a 
Dlaze. 

AN UNEXPECTED STORM. 

The directors voted to contribute the sum 
of $00 and to keep the lights in 
position during the year. This seemingly 
harmiess resolution proved to be heavily 
loaded. Some ot the few who still remem- 
dered the existence ofthe Illumination fund 
that had never illuminated anything were up 
in arms at once. They declared that it was 


inequitadle and unfair to give a part only of 


the money which had been raised with the 
object of putting in electric lights to this pur- 
pose, and demanded that the entire sum, 
now amounting by accummulations of inter- 
est to between $3, 000 and $4,000 
be devoted to this purpose. The fund 
they claimed was a sort of Lazarus 
among funds, it was not dead, but had only 
deen indulging in a somewhat lengthy re- 
pose, and arose like a giant refreshed now 
that the vivifying spark was applied.
